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Russ Say Yugo 
Ally Of West 


Brand Tito 
As Enemy Of 
Soviet Union 


Moscow, Aug. 
1 2 — ( A P ) — 
Russia today branded 
Yugo- 
slavia as an enemy of the So- 
viet Union and an ally of for- 
eign capitalists. 


In a note to Belgrade, Rus- 
sia charged that 
the 
Yugo- 
slavia government is in a bloc 
with the western powers and 
"more and more is joining up 
with imperialist circles against 
the U.S.S.R." 


"Let the people of Yugoslavia 
know," the Russian note said, "the 
Soviet government looks on the pre- 
sent Yugoslav governmnet not as a 
friend and ally but as an enemy and 
adversary of the Soviet Union." 
Fourth Bitter Note 


The note was the fourth in a 
»cries of bitter diplomatic exchanges 
over what the government of Prem- 
ier Marshal Tito regards as Russia's 
abandonment of Yugoslav territorial 
claims at the recent

The Kremlin attack on Yugoslavia, 
made public by the Moscow radio, 
Eaid the Tito government, as early 
as April, 1947, was willing to aban- 
don its basic claims for Austrian 
territory as compensation for war 
losses, but wanted to toss the res- 
ponsibility for this decision to the 
¿Soviet government. 


(At the Paris conference, Russia 
sided with the United States, Britain 
and Prance in rejecting Yugoslavia's 
claim for a slice of Southern Austria. 
Prior to that meeting, the Soviet 
Union had supported the Yugoslav 
demands. 
At Odds For Year 


(The Soviet note referred to Yugo- 
slavia as an "enemy" for the first 
time despite the fact Tito and the 
Kremlin have been at political odds 
for more than a year. In June, 1948, 
Tito and his top communist lieuten- 
ants were ousted from the comin- 
formt—Russia's network of eastern 
European satellites—for alleged de- 
viations from the Marxist-Leninist 
line as laid down by Moscow. 


(In London, diplomatic observers 
wondered whether this latest out- 
break of name-calling might be a 
forerunner of a sharper Russian pol- 
icy against Yugoslavia. 


(Tito alerted his troops in Yugo- 
slav Macedonia last week—between 
communist bulgaria and Albania 
and charged his Soviet-dominated 
neighbors were spreading rumors of 
a possible Red army invasion there. 
The official Yugoslav news agency 
quoted Tito as dismissing the rumors 
as attempted intimidation, but he 
warned his army was prepared to 
fight an invader. Tito also predicted 
Bulgaria and Albania would repud- 
iate the cominform.)

Moscow published a letter from

Greek officers believed they 
might overrun the vital juncture of 
the guerrillas' Albanian supply route 
with the Florina-Kastoria highway.

Another milestone has been reached on the road to 
"military unity. Congress has approved a new measure to 
^tighten relations among the armed services to produce 
•greater economy and efficiency. 
• 
Merger of land, sea and air forces is still a good dis 
stance off. But the present action marks real progress to 
^ward that goal. 
- 
First of all, it embodies fiscal and budgetary reforms 
^recommended by the Hoover Commission on governmen 
^reorganization. The commission believes these changes 
^will save $1,000,000,000 a year. 
Zm 
Economies in the national military establishment are 
,-highly important, because about one of every three tax 
• dollars is now consumed by this department. 
• 
Secondly, the new bill raises the military agency to 
I full cabinet rank as the Department of Defense. In the 
« process, it reduces the Army, Navy and Air Force to sub- 
! ordinate status. 


The heads of these three branches will retain their 


• titles as secretaries but they will be subject to direction 
' not only from the Secretary of Defense but from a newly 


created Undersecretary of Defense. The measure in addi- 
; tion establishes three new assistant defense secretaries. 
• 
The defsen secretary thus gains greater authority 
' than he now has to direct the nation's military affairs and 
_to advise the President in such matters. tBut he is still far 
-4rom all-powerful in his field. 


He is specifically barred from transferring, reassign- 
l ing, consolidating or abolishing any combatant functions 
• now fixed by law. For example, he could not wipe out the 
• Marine Corps or split it to Army jurisdiction. 


Furthermore, the secretary is not empowered under 
; the new act to prevent the secretary of any militay de 
• partment or any member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff from 
• presenting individual recommendations to Congress on 
; armed forces policy. 


Numerous other changes will co-ordinate various sub- 
! sidiary boards more closely and enlarge the secretary's 
; power to direct military programs. 


Intelligent citizens almost certainly will applaud this 
bill as a step that promises to slash the high cost of oper- 
ating the military establishment and at the same time to 
lessen the bitter intramural conflicts in that agency. 


CHANGES IN THE ARMS AID BILL 


President Truman has modified his $1,450,000,000 
arms aid bill to meet congressional objections that it called 
for dangerously broad presidential discretion in using the 
fund. 


The original bill did not specify the nations which 
would get the military assistance. Instead, it left the way 
open for dispensing aid to any country in the world that 
the President might deem a fitting beneficiary. 


This feature of the program was widely criticized in 
and out of Congress. Republicans particularly took up the 
cry. 


Quite evidently the measure is in for tough going any- 
way, but the failure to name the nations slated to receive 
arms aid looked like a tactical error big enough to kill the 
bill. 


Critics charged that the vague grant of discretionary 
power to the President would allow him to involve the Uni- 
ted States in foreign defensive programs in any quarter of 
the globe. They foresaw commitments that could mean 
war—without congressional action. 


Others predicted that aid distributed as the original 
bill permitted would spread the nation's strength too thin 
for its own military safety. 


Administrative sources contended the measure had 
been drafted in general terms because it was felt Congress 
might thus find it more acceptable. But the exact reverse 
proved true. 


Whether or not that was the President's real reason 
for the genera] language, he has now beat a quick retreat. 
In a new bill, he has named specifically the countries mark- 
ed for military help. 


Mr. Truman's speed in correcting what may have 
been a major miscalculation of congressional sentiment is 
commendable. 


In the past he has often stubbornly resisted changes 
recommended by his congressional leaders as necessary 
to win approval of his proposals. He has steadfastly clung 
to his original plans. And frequently he has gone down to 
defeat. 


The President's swift yielding in this instance may be 
a gauge of the importance he attaches to arms aid. It may 
measure, too, his fear at the prospect of wrecking the bi- 
partisan foreign policy. 


His action does not assure approval of the assistance 
program. Stout opposition remains. But at least Mr. Tru- 
man has made it possible for Congress to consider arms 
aid without distracting worry over a vague grant of power 
that has no place in the bill.

Q. I have been getting $15 a month 
from my social security but that is 
not enough to live on. I applied for 
the old-age pension and they teil me 
that they will have to take off my 
social security from that. Can they 
do that? 


A. Yes. Old-age pensions are based 
on a person's need and since social 
security payments are considered in- 
come, they are taken into account 
when figuring the amount of the old- 
age assistance pension. Your social 
security payment however, is insur- 
ance and will be paid to you regard- 
less of need. 


Q. If I should die, leaving no 
widow, children, or family of any 
kind, who gets( my social security 
payment? 


A. Assuming that you would have 
worked long enough under social 
security to qualify, the person or per- 
sons who pay your funeral expenses 
would receive a lump-sum 
death 
payment based on your earnings. 


Q. I have a social security card in 
my maiden neme, but recently I got 
married. Do I have to get a new 
card? 


A. You should have the social se- 
curity records changed to show your 
married name. A new card will be 
given to you bearing your new name 
and your old social security number.

Q. My husband died last month, 
after working for a large concern 
here for many years. I'm 55 years 
old, and have no young children. Do 
I get anything for his social security? 


A. Yes, you would receive a lump- 
sum death payment now. 
Then, 
when you are 65 you would be en- 
titled to monthly payments, if you 
have not remarried. 


Q. When my husband died last 
year, I received a lump-sum from 
his social security. I.was 61 years 
old then and my friends tell me that 
I should be getting monthly pay- 
ments now. Is that correct? 


A. No. Since you were not yet 65 
when your husband died, you were 
entitled to the lump-sum death pay- 
ment only. You will-become entitled 
to monthly payments when you are 
65, provided you have not remarried. 
The law does, not give you the option 
of choosing the type of payment you 
will receive. The conditions which 
exist at the time of death determine 
the type of payment to be made.

For Nurses Will 
Open Next Monday 


The Illinois School for the Deaf 
In this city will be the scene of a 
specialized training institute in hear- 
ing conservation, which will be at- 
tended by about 30 nurses. 
The 
school will begin next Monday and 
»ill continue for ten days. 


First of its kind to be sponsored 
and conducted by public agencies of 
Illinois, the institute is the result of 
combined planning by staff members 
of the school for the deaf, operated 
by the state department of public 
Welfare, the division of public health 
nursing of the state department of 
public health and the University of 
Illinois division of services for crip- 
pled children. 


Announcement of the institute was 
made by public health and welfare 
agencies, serving as a committee on 
hearing conservation for the Illinois 
commission for handicapped 
chil- 
dren. The project is designed to help 
the public health nurse in her regu- 
lar activities as these include deal- 
ing with the need of medical and 
hearing rehabilitation. 


Invitations have been issued to 
public health nurses in organized 
county health departments and to 
nurses of schools in which plans are 
under way for local hearing rehabili- 
tation programs. 


The institute program will combine 
lectures by specialists in the hearing 
field along with practical laboratory 
experience in the use of equipment 
for testing hearing. The instruction- 
al staff will include Dr. M. I. Lasky, 
Galesburg otologist; Marian Quinn, 
clinical audiologist of the University 
of Illinois special education division, 
and Jane Louise Irwin, of the Illinois 
eye and ear infirmary staff.
